| LEMIEUX ON CABLE RATES, 


Thinks They Could be Reduced With- 
out Injuring Companies. 


London, Sept, 20—-A Canadian visi- 
tor who has attracted great public 
notice in England during the week is 
the Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux, who laid 
the foundation,of his popularity dur- 
ing former visits. The average Brit- 
isher takes with especial kindness to 
the French-Canadian whose eloquent 
command of the English language, 
culture and charm of manner add to 
the interest taken in him as a man of 
French descent who is happy under 
and loyal to the British flag. 

Mr Lemieux is accompanied during 
his stay at the Savoy hotel, by Cap- 
tain Verrett, his private secretary, who 
is kept busy, for the ministr has many 
business as well as social engagements. 
An unexpected and unwelcome trip 
was a journey to Paris to attend the 
obsequies of Hector Fabre, C.M.-G., 
who has so long represented the Do- 
minion at 10, Rue de Rome,

WILL NOTBUILD WEST 


END SUBWAY THIS FALL |: 


Delay Has Been Caused by the Com- 
pleted Phens of the C.P.R. Not Be- 
ing Ready—tInformation Just Re- 
ceived by Mayor Lee, 


The foundations for the subway on 
Jasper avenue west will not be built 
this fall, though their construction 
has been urged on the C.P.R. by the 
city for some time past. This is the 
information which has been received 
by Mayor Lee Some time ago the 
city council took up this question, and 
it was pointed out that if the founda- 
tions were constructed while the pro. 
perty owned by the C.P.R. north of 
Jasper was vacant, it could be used 
for @ diversion of the thoroughfare 
along Jasper, and there would be no 
blocking either of street car, pedes- 
trian or vehicular traffic. 

Representations to this effect were 
forwarded to the C.P.R. and every 
effort was made to rush on the work. 
Some weeks ago the preliminary plans 
for the subway were received by the 
city commissioners and were approved 
without any unnecessary delay 
They were then returned to Winnipeg, 
in order that complete plans might be 
prepared, 

Sinee then nothing has been heard 
of the completed plans and the city 
has patiently wgited till now it is too 
late to unaerd die the work before 
W. Peters was in 
the city this week he intimated that 
the engineering staff had a rush of 
work in their department, and while 
he regretted the delay on the subway 
nothing could be done towards having 
the construction work begun before 
the spring.
